It was 
not his deſire to come acquainted with the 
greateſt Gallants, but with the greateſt ſchol 
lers, be ſpent moſt of his time in Travell, and 
he ving un derſtad in one Kingdeme the Pe. 
thod any the Pyſterp of the Government of 
it, he mouly Travell into another. 

De was taken with no place moe then 
Spain, and althongh he extolled the wiſevom 
and ſolemne gravity of the people, pct he as 
much abhominated their cruelty, When he 
was in Ronic and in Germany he had his con- 
verſation with the greateſt Cardinals, and 
would put ſuch queſtions to them inthe de⸗ 
fence of our Religion, and follow his Dil⸗ 
courſs ſo wilely that they knew not what to 
ſay to him. Maving been oftentimes beyond 
the Seas; at length his Age and health did 
adviſe vim to ſtay in England, and although
